The reports of the state agricultural 
department will hereafter be made quar- 
terly, and the report for the quarter end- 
ing April 50 will be made public in a 
day two. It is 
elaborate document and well worthy the 
cgreful attention the agricultural! 
community. The forthcoming report will 
show that the area planted in corn in the 
whole state, compared to that of 1880, is 
102. In the different sections of the 
state itis as follows: In north Georgia, 
100; middle Georgia, 100; southwest 
Georgia, 102; east Georgia, 105, and in 
southeast Georgia, 105. Owing to the 
peculiar season the preparation of the 
soli was much less thorough than in 1S80, 
especially-in north and middle Georgia. 
For the same reason the crop was plant- 
ed 12 days later than in 1880. The stand 
compared with a “good stand’ is only 
S83. The best stand is reported in south- 


west Georgia, where it is 9I,and the

ported at 69. The principal cause of the 
reduction of the stand has been the 
heavy baking rains of the early spring, 
while in some sections complaint is made 
of injury by birds and worms. 

The cotton crop of the state has been 


_plantea eleven days later than last year, 


according to the reports of the corre- 
spondents of this department, and three 
per cent more planted than last year. 


_Asan offset, however, to the late plant- 


ing, Commissioner Henderson says that 
eleven per cent more fertilizers have 
been applied to the cotton crop of the 
state than was applied tO the same last 
year. Asthe transition from winter to 
summer had been unusally sudden, skip- 
ping over spring as it were, and the use 
of fertilizers having the effect of hasten- 
ing the maturity of the crop, he thinks it 
will probably be equally as early as that 
of last year. Of the whole area planted 
in cotton, 82 per cent is manured with 
either commercial fertilizers, home ma- 
nure, or compost, of which 24 per cent is 
manured with home manure or compost 
—only one-fourth with home-manure 
~sd compost, and three-fourths with par-

his whole crop with compost of lot ma- 
nure and cotton seed and the commis- 
sioner inquires why others may not do 
the same. The planters and farmers of 
Georgia have spent, this year, the report 
estimates. about $6,000,000 for fertilizers, 
at least one-half of which might bave 
‘been kept at home by judicious manage- 
ment. No doubt the judicious use of 
commercial fertilizers to supplement the 
home manures is profitable, but their 
extravagant and indiscriminate use, as 
at present, is tll advised and must prove 
‘disastrous to the cotton planter. Filty- 
three per cent of the crop is reported up, 
and where up, the stand is reported 
nearly perfect, or 99, while the con.titien 
of the plants, compared to an average, is 
reported at 100. The ratio ofthe area 
planted in cotton to the whole area 
planted in grain cropsis as 72 to 100— 
the same that it bore last year. When 
the fact that in a large number of coun- 
ties, little or no cotton is planted, this 
ratio is remarkably high. 

Commissioner Henderson says that 
from comparative insignificance the oat 
crop has become one of the most im- 
portant crops of the state, and is now 
largely relied upon for feeding work 
stock. The excessive rains of last Octo- 
ber and November prevented the usual 
area from being sown in the fall, but the 
area has been supplemented by spring 
sowings, so that the acreage for the state 
is reported at 91. Of the entire area 44 
per cent was sown in the fall. (f this 
25 per cent was winter killed. Eighty- 
two per cent of the crop has been sown 
with rust-proof varieties which alone are 
reliable except in extremely favorable 
seasons. The condition of fall sown 
compared to an average is reported at 89, 
condition of spring sown 94 and the con- 
dition of the whole crop 89. Much of 
the oat crop was sown quite late in the 
spring, and hence it is difficult to makea 
proper estimate of its prospect. 

The report says that the wheat crop of 
the state is quite promising, but the 
acréage compared to that of last year, 
which was itself small, is reported at 60; 
so that a fnll crop cannot be realized 
even with the most favorable seasons. 
Much of the crop was sown very late, 
and will of course be more liable to rust; 
but no casualties have affected the crop, 
while at the same date last year it was 
reported injured by rust 51 per cent, and 
by -insects 14 per cent. The condi- 
tion and prospects of the crop 
compared to an average, i8- re- 
ported 103, this year, and the seasons 
Ist of May have been 
peculiarly favorable for wheat. 
The commissioner reports a_ slight 
increase in the area devoted to clover 
and the grasses, and he adds that the 
success attained by those who have sown 
clover and orchard-grass, under reasona- 
bly favorable circumstances, has left no 
room for further doubts-as to the adapta- 
tion of the soil and climate of middle 
and north Georgia to these plants; and 
he is of tle opinion that after the expe- 
rience of this year in the purchase of 
hay at $2 per 100 pounds, the farmers 
will need no other argument to convince 
them of the necessity of producing a 
supply of forage on their farms. 

Commissioner Henderson says that 
the supply of labor compared to last year 
is reported at 92, and wages 11 per cent 
higher than last year. Twenty-seven 
per cent of the farm labor of the state is 
hired for wages, 38 percent on shares, 
the laborer receiving in lieu of wages a 

portion of the crop; and 32 
per cent rent land, paying the

_ DISCRIMINATIONS 


IN RAILWAY FREIGHTS AND FARE 


Exhacstively Discussed Prom a Pratical Stand- 
point by John B. Peok. 


ARTICLE II.. 
Written for The Constitution. 

We have then two elements of the cost of 
transportation of freight one being seventy 
and the other thirty per cent of the whole 
cost of the entire local traffic of the corpo- 
ration The latter is a fixed cost on ail ton 
nage without regard to the distance it is to 
be moved, while the former is a variable 
cost depending on the distance the freight 
is carried. If, therefore, thirty per cent isde 
dneted from the rate for the average distance 
and charged to all stations and the seventy 
per cent is prorated equally between ai! 
stations, there can be no discrimination, 
since the patron at each station pays exactly 
the same amount for handling his freight, 
ihe cost being the same, and each pays the 
same rate per mile for its movement, as he 
pays the same rate per mile for his own 
transportation. 

| will give ap illustration. I will take the 
tariff of the commissioners of Georgia, 
which is arranged for 350 miles. The rate 
on first-class for 175 miles is 64 cents. 

Thirty per cent of this amount is 19 cents, 
which deducted from the total leaves 45 
cents, 

The rates then would be as follows, mak 
ing 19 cents a fixed charge for all distances 
as the terminal charge, and charging .26 of 
a cent per mile for transporting the freight: 

* Commissioners rates 
miles 19x32 22 16 
™ 119x133. 80 
19x26 45 45 
19x39 
19x45 
19x52—71 
19x65-254 
19x76-297 
350 19x91=-110 85 

It appears from this statement that for 
distances between fifty and two hundred 
miles the commission followed this rule 
but discriminated in favor of the stations 
under fifty and over two hundred miles. 

Now is this discrimination just or upjust? 
[f 19 cents is a proper amount to charge for 
handling freight that is carried any dis 
tance from fifty to two hundred miles why 
is it not a proper charge for freight to be 
carried ten miles? In the case of the long 
distance it might well be said that being in 
the nature of a wholesale business so far as 
transportation was concerned the rate of 
transportation was reduced for the longer 
distance, while the charge for handling 
remained the same. But in the case of the 
shorter distance the whole amount being 
less than the charge for . terminal 
expenses to the longer dis- 
tance this arrangement of the tariff 
actually makes the rporation give the 
patron fo: ten miles three cents of the 
amount he should pay for terminal expenses 
and then carry bis treight for nothing. Is 
it not just as fair that he who ships goods 
ten miles should pay 22 cents asitis for 
him who ships freight 100 miles should pay 
15 cents? 

lt may be very truly said that if twenty- 
two cents is charged for ten miles, the 
patrons can employ a wagon to carry it 
for less and that 16 cents is the highest rate 
that any freight can be obtained for that 
distance. 

The railway is therefore compelled to 
accepta rateof sixteen cents or notcarry 
itatall. Thecustomer living one hundred 
miles away cannot get a wagon tocarry his 
goods for45 cents. Now if the railway 
accepts the situation and carries the freight 
ten miles for sixteen cents, isit right to 
declare that a reduction of six cents having 
been made in this case that a similar 
reduction shall be made on ali distances— 
that the rate for 100 milessball not be more 
than 39cents? I suppose bo one would 
claim that any such principle was in accord- 
ance either with justice or good sense— 
because it must be evident that for short 
distances no railroad can compete with a 
wegon train and earn a revenue suflicient 
to keep up one hundred miles of track if 
its tariffs, for the whole distance are 
arranged upon this basis and made abso- 
lutely nondiscriminating. 

It would be regarded as absurd to declare 
that the tariff of arailroad should be double 
wagon rates for short distances or unre- 
munerative for all distances. 

But suppose another case. Suppose at 
the 200 miles there is another railroad going 
in amore direct line to the same initial 
point, so that its length is only 150 miles 
The tariff between the two points would be 
by the latter road 58 cents, Now, what 
course is the longer road to adopt at this 
point? If it charges 71 cents of course this 
station will be an absolute blank so far as 
business to the initial point is 
concerned, There would be no more 
competition at that point than there 
would be at any other local station on the 
line of the 350 miles If it charges 58 cents 
must it also charge 55 cents at all the sta- 
tions between 200and 150 miles? And if so 
for whatreason. The first reason that sug- 
gests itself is, as in the case of the short 
distance, that the road either does not charge 
that station its proper proportion of termi- 
nal expenses, or if it does it carries freight 
for that station at a less rate per mile than 
it does for the stations below it. Undoubt 
edly one or the other of these proportions 
must be true and there is therefore discrim- 
ination. Butis it unjust discrimination? 
The shipper at the competttive point gets 
bis transportation at 58 cents in any event. 
Can it make any difference tothe shipper 
at 175 miles whether the road over which 
he ships maintains a tariff of 71 cents fur 
200 miles and lets all the freight go over 
another road or takesa part of it at 58 cents 
while he pays 64 cents? I grant he would 
be benefited if the road carried for him at 
o8 cents, It is equally true that he would be 
more benefited if the road carried for him 
at ten cents, but I fail to see where be is 
treated unjustly in being charged 64 cents 
when the rate above him on account of 
competition is 58 cents, any more than 
when on account of non-competition aboye 
bim, the rate is 71 cents. If the rate is a 
just one in either case it is in both. The 
shippers at the two points are not in the 
same condition, and hence thege can be no 
injustice in the fact that one isgore favored 
than the other. ‘ 

The next reason which might be urged is 
that the road charges Ore for transporting 
a short distance than !t does a longer one. 
That isalso true, and it is admitted that 
this is also discrimination, I go further 
and declare that where no good and sufli- 
cient reason exists therefore is it a most 
unjust discrimination. This upon a line 
where no competition’ existed, and the in- 
habitants were therefore in the same con- 
dition, there could be no good reason for 
charging more for a short than for a long 
distance. 

(here could be no good reason why if 
two men had each one hundred thousand 
dollars in bank and were both free of debt, 
they should not both ride in carriages of 
theirown. Any lawtothe contrary would 
be a monstrous injustice, 

But does thatform any reason why'a 
wan with no money in bank and only one 
dollar a day to depend on should ride to 
andfrom his work in his own carriage. or 
failing to do that should demand that the 
two men first referred to should walk? The 
answer to him would be, these men have 
paid their money for their carriages, and 
hence they ride. When you can do the 
same you can ride; until you do you must 
walk. And if he talked of unjust discrim- 
ination he would be laughed at for his 
folly. It is equally true in the case of rail- 
road transportation that the possession of 
superior means brings with it superior ad- 
vantages. it follows therefore that when a 
community has expended their money to 
c nstruct railroads to compete with other 
railroads, the effect ‘of that 
competition will be to give them 
cheaper rates than are ceeoned by other 
communities who are either unable or un- 
willing to expend their capital for such im- 
provements. I think nocase has ever been 
found, and probably never will be, where a 
railroad neo eg eyer charged more for a 
short than for a long distance. except under 
the stress of competition. [n fact the father 
of discriminations is competition, It is 
competition which has created the necessity 
on the part of railroads to charge les: for a 
long distance than for a short one. To 
determine this as an unjust discrimination 
is under the constitution of Georgia to force 
the railroads of the state to violate the con 
stitution, which forbids them on the one 
hand to defeat or lesen competition in 
their respective business, or to encourage 
monopoly, and on the other to make unjust 
discriminations. Now in the case referred 
to, if the road refused to adopt the rate of 
iis shorter rival it would not only 
lessen and defeat, but absolutely 
destroy competition at that point 
And yet, unless the business 
from that point was of sufficient volume to 
compensate for the loss of revenue by re- 
ductions at other points it must do this or 
suffer a severe loss of revenue from no other 


cause than that the people of Georgia had 


in effect engrafted into their constitution an 
article that provided that ifone man bought 
a carriage everybody should ride in it even 
if the owner went on foot. For in either

of injustice. 

Thus far we have considered the effect 
only where the shortest road charged the 
fall local from the competing point. It 
has, therefore, really derived no benefit 
from competition; the same results woula 
have been reached if only the short road 
had reached the point. Is it likely that 
any ever can be reached if reductions at 
that point involve reductions at other 
points? Does not the rule that no charge 
shal! be made for a short distance 
greater than for alonger distance effectually 
defeat and destroyjall competition? 

Is it mot a fair construction of the intent 
of thé constitution that competing points 
shonid be treated as one class, and non- 
competitive points shall be treated as an- 
other? That so far as the law is concerned 
competition, of whatever character, shali 
be left free from restraiat, and that as be- 
tween non-competitive points there shal) 
be no unjust discriminations. Did not the 
legislature recognize this fact when in en- 
acting a law to enforce these provisions of 
the constitution they conferred upon the 
railroad companies ali the rights they ever 
enjoyed or exercised, or chose to exercise, 
in regard to the arrangemeut of rates on 
freight coming from beyond the limits of 
the state into the state or going out of and 
beyond the limits of the state? 

how, with the roads left free in this re 
spect, what be the effect of re- 
straining com petition ay points 
within the state by enacting 
that every reduction ata point of competi- 
tion shali apply to local stations also. If 
from Atlanta, Augusta and Macon, Norfolk 
and Charleston are ieft free to make rates, 
while Savannah is not, is it not clear that 
trade will be diverted from Georgia’s thriv- 
ing seaport to sweil the revenues of trade 
centers without the state? With competi- 
tion as to roads 1n Georgia tied hand and 
ioot, and competition out of Georgia given 
unrestrained freedom, what will be the fate 
of the empire state? 

The trade and commerce of Georgia will 
be delivered over to the people of other 
states,and in place of discrimination by 
railroads we will have more injurious dis- 
criovinations through the operation of stat 
utory euactments, 

It is .perhaps well to inquire before 
proceeding further what has been the source 
from which emanated the great outcry 
against unjust discriminations? 

I think .t will be found on examina- 
tion that the loudest complaints come 
from communities who have never 
invested a dollar in the construction of 
raiiroads, but who have all the time been 
beneficiaries of the investments made by 
other people. 

They complain that the rates of freight 
charged by the railroad to their town is 
higher than to some other trade center, and 
hence that they are kept down by unjust 
discrimination. 

Now, admitting the rate to be higher, 
does it follow it is an upjust discrimina 
tion? Take the merchant of Atlanta, for 
instance, and the merchant of some local 
station on some one of the railroads leading 
to Atlanta. Ifitis found, asit will be, that 
the rate charged the Atlanta merchantisa 
greater percentage of the difference between 
the cost and the selling price than is the 
rate charged to the local station on the 
difference between the cust price aud the 
selling price of the merchant at that 
point, is not the discrimination, if any 
exists, in favor of the smalimer- 
chant and against the larger one? 
For it cannot be denied that the 
merchant and the railway who carries his 
goods, are to a certain extent partners. in 
the profits arising from the transaction and 
it cannot therefore be held that the party 
who pays the smallest percentage of the 
whole profit is the party treated unjustly. 
Now why does the merchant at the smal! 
town charge a higher profit. on his goods 
than the Atlanta merchant? He pays less 
for rent, clerk hire, drayage and for every 
item that goes to make up the total of his 
business or personal expenses. Manifestly 
because the volume of his bnsiress is so 
much less than that of the Atlanta mer- 
chant that thesame rate of profits upon 
what he sells would not yield hima living. 
And for the very same reason the railway 
cunnot afford to deliver his freight at the 
same rate as is charged to a city where the 
volume of businessis as much larger in the 
case of the railway as it is in the case of the 
merchant. Butitissaid by these people 
who complain, we cannot increase our vol- 
nme of business onaccount of these dis- 
criminations 

Ifthis is true it constitutes no- reason 
why the railway should undertake to 
equalize trade without any positive as- 
surance of being benefited thereby and in 
face of almost absolute certainty that it 
would lose revenue without really confer- 
ring any benefitupon any one. It may 
safely be assumed that every locality which 
could by means of lower rates secure any 
considerable accession of business, wil! 
find some means of securing it either by 
investibg iis own capital or by demon- 
strating to other parties that it will be safe 
for them to make such inyestments. It is 
bad enough to call and treat railway corpo- 
rations a3 monopolies and ali the time sub- 
ject them to every species of competition 
without forcing them by law to become 
their own competitors. The only safe rule 
to be observed is to allow the natural ad- 
vantages growing out of the investment 
of capital to accrue to the _ investors 
and not to undertake toe equalize 
parties in respect to transportation 
by rail who do not ask or expect to have 
the other disadyantages and annoyances 
arising from impecuniosity removed by acts 
of the legislature. 

All that such people havea right to ask 
is that they sha.| be treated as fairly as 
others in the same condition—that the 
railway shall as regards other non-competi- 
tive points be entirely undiscriminating, 
and this being done they should not-too« 
for help either to the government or the 
railways, Another source of complaint of 
discrimination arises from competifive 
points who allege that the tariffs of certain 
railways are so arranged as to draw business 
towards another trade center where the 
stock of the offending corporation is mainly 
owned and -where its general ortices are 
located, This is very truly called discrimi- 
nation, but is it unjust discrimination? A 
city desires to increase its trade, with this 
view; it both in its corporate capacity, and 
by the individual subscriptions 
of its citizens contributes largely towards 
the construction of a railway, - having its 
terminus within its own limits. By this 
means it furnishes cheap and rapid transit 
to a large area of territory, increasing the 
value of all the property along its line of 
the railway, and thus by adding wealth to 
the state, contributing to the general good 
One of the results of this expenditure is to 
cause new trade centers to spring up, and 
in time the other terminus which never 
contributed one dollar to the enterprise 
and which owes its own existence in a great 
measure tothe very fact that somebody 
else did, leads the van in the war against 
discrimination, and complains thattates 
are more favorable towards one terminus 
than the other. Now the first named city 
may take advantage of every other invest- 
ment ithas made for securing trade; it may 
sell merchandise for less and pay more (or 
cotton; it may give longer credits, it may 
increase its banking facilities and charge 
less discounts—in short it may use every 
other means to secure trade, without in- 
volving the charge of unjust discrimina- 
tion but when it unfortunately puts its 
money into railroad stock it must consent 
to have that investment used rather to 
counteract the influenceof its.other invest- 
ments than to aid them or be charged with 
unjust discrimivation. 

Is there the s»mblance of reason in any 
such conclusion? Is it not upjust discrim- 
ination—is it not in fact gross injustice—for 
the government under the plea that it has 
granted the corporation of this railway val- 
uable rights and franchises, to practically 
confiscate the property of the owners of the 
corporation by depriving them of the 
right to wse the property for the pur- 
™y which alone induced them to invest in 
it? 

Is it any more unjust to pass a law that 
everybody shall ride in my carriage than to 
pass a law that the owners of @ railway shall 
divide its benefits with the whole public, 
even to their own exclusion?
